FLAGRANT ABUSES REQUIRING CORRECTION— PROPRIETARY 
VS. LEGITIMATE PHARMACY'-

Along with the many beneiicial effects an increased liberty of thought anii 
action has enabled us to enjoy, there have grown up abuses that require serious 
attention. While greater opportunities have been afforded for enlightened dis- 
cussion and development of opinion, in like measure has been the freedom ex- 
tended to malice, charlatanism and peculation. With improved intercommu- 
nication and increased iiational wealth, the opportunities for ill-doing have been 
proportionately augmented ; as communities have widened, and attainabfe 
knowledge of our neighbor's character diminished, the chances for speculation 
swindling and traducing have increased. 

A century since, the people were divided, with few exceptions, into small 
communities, where the position and characterof every citizen was well known ; 
now, however, we are compelled to rely almost entirely upon our newspapers 
and journals for such information. Not only are we so dependent upon them, 
but the majority are led by their representations ( through advertisements and 
notices) to place trust in schemes of which they otherwise have no knowledge;. 
It therefore devolves upon editors of lay, trade and professional journals to 
exercise a careful surveillance over all that appears under their authority. In 
arrogating to themselves the functions of educators and reformers, they should 
be quite sure that their pretensions bear no unfortunate disproportion to their 
actions ; and, as abuses naturally arise in this as in all other departments df 
every day life, the law should, when possible, afford ample and thorough re- 
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dress, and not leave too much to the " editorial conscience." Prevention is, 
however, far better than cure ; and it therefore behooves us as physicians, pre- 
sumably occupying the position of conservators of the public health, to incii- 
vidually and collectively inveigh against the abuses that have crept into our pat- 
ent, copy-right and trade-mark laws, as applied to that class of articles known 
as ** proprietary medicines." Until the requisite redress shall ha»e been secur- 
ed, through a suitable revision of these laws, the physician however has it in 
his power to so frown down, by the weight of his social influence and patron- 
age, all journals that open their advertising pages to the promotors of proprie- 
tary medicines, as to prevent the insertion of such advertisements ; and by 
** proprietary medicines" is meant not only all patented secret nostrums, but 
all copy-righted and trade-marked preparations with published formula (f). 
Whether they rely for their sale wholly upon the patronage of the public, or 
wholly upon the physician's prescriptions, it matters not; for they are all quack 
medicines, in which there is an individual protected proprietorship. There 
are three principal classes of these proprietary medicines : 

I St. Those secret compounds, familiarly known as '^ patent medicines," 
which seek the patronage of the public alone, and are advertised directly to the 
public without disguise, and dispensed alone for self-treatment ; each package 
being accompanied by full directions for use, and a long list of symptoms com- 
mon to numberless affections, which, when glanced at by the imaginative, the 
ignorant and the foolish, are almost certain to impress nine hundred and nine- 
ty-nine people out of every thousand such, that they are subject to one or more 
of them. Examples of this class of proprietary medicines are : " Warner's 
Safe Cure," " Pierce's Golden Medical Discovery," ''Ayer's Cherry Pectoral," 
etc., etc. These are quack medicines undisguised, Sind the ordinary physician 
requires no caution with respect to them, although we are aware of a case ^here 
a so- called physician, not many miles from here, makes a habit of prescribing 
•* Pierce's Golden Medical Discovery," but such men are without the pale of 
the legitimate profession, and such cases are not worthy of our serious 
tiiought 

and. Proprietary Pharmaceutical Specialties, compounds of old and well- 
known drugs, claiming to be new discoveries in pharmaceutical science in re. 
gard to some alleged peculiarity in their method of manufacturing, the true or 
working formulas of which are usually trade secrets, and the names of which 
are claimed as trade marks by their manufacturers, who depend upon physi- 
cians' prescriptions for their patronage. Proprietary medicines of this class arc 
usually provided with labels and circulars containing information for self-treat- 
ment, consisting of what pretends to be full directions for use, and a list of the 
affections for which the medicine is intended. Such pharmaceutical specialties 
are nothing but quack medicines in disguise, and physicians who are hoodwinked 
into using them }>y the crafty drummers who visit physicians' offices throughout 
the country for that purpose, grossly injure the practice and science of legiti- 
tmate medicine, and create immeasurable suffering among the people, inas- 
much as by so doing they harbor and tacitly encourage a system which is dia- 
metrically opposed to scientific medicine, and to scientific progress, and which 
is entirely contrary to the scientific and philanthropic spirit of our profession. 
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Not only is it highly reprehensible, from a purely ethical standpoint, for a rep- 
utable physician to prescribe these proprietary compounds, since the code of 
medical ethics declares it to be ** derogatory to professional character for a phy- 
sician to hold a patent for a surgical instrument or medicine, or to dispense a 
secret nostrum, whether it be the composition or exclusive property of himself 
or others ; " but by doing so he prescribes himself out of practice and inflicts 
immeasurable injury upon the public, by leading the masses into the erroneous 
conclusion that they can dispense with the doctors' services and treat them- 
selves independently without any knowledge of anatomy, physiology or path- 
ology, misguided as they are by the information furnished on these labels and 
circulars ; which latter invariably set forth a number of diseases or symptoms 
for which the medicine is intended, regardless of the cause. 'It is needless to 
specify these preparations by name — they are too well known by every reader 
of current medical literature. 

The physician who prescribes this second class of proprietary compounds 
not only gives countenance and support to a system which is fundamentally 
opposed to legitimate pharmaceutical and medical progress, but he also inflicts 
injury upon himself and his hard-working, self sacrificing professional brethren 
who work conscientiously day^ and night in preparing themselves to alleviate 
human suflering in every phase and emergency, making it difficult for them to 
eke out a bare subsistence, while the proprietor of the compound, so advertised 
\xf the doctor, revels in untold wealth and laughs at the credulity of physicians. 

jfd The third class of proprietary medicines comprises those simple new 
drugs whose arbitrarily selected names are controlled by a patent or a trade-mark; 
as well as those articles which, under a j^eculiar form of dispensings receive 
arbitrary names which are either patented or trade-marked; both of which at 
first address themselves exclusively to the medical profession, but subsequently 
fall into class two and are thoroughly advertised to the public, after the unsus- 
pecting physician has thoroughly endorsed and brought them before the pub- 
lic for the ultimate benefit of the proprietor and manufacturer. Examples of 
this class are : Ingluvin, antifebrin, antipyrin, salol, soz iodol, urethan, sul- 
fonal, svapnia, pancrobilin, compressed* tablets of muriate of ammonia, tab- 
loids, valoids, elixoids, pilloids, parvules, alkatrits, alkametric granules^ alka- 
d'^rmic pellets, alkassayed fluids, and so on, ad nauseam. This whole system of 
protected medicines, involving an individual proprietorship, and including the 
three classes mentioned, creates pernicious monopolies which permit the propri- 
etor or manufacturer to charge an exorbitant price, far beyond a legitimate 
profit ; and thereby unfairly obtain immense fortunes out of the ills of human- 
ity. Not content with the protection afforded by patenting and copy-righting 
labels and names, these patented proprietary medicine fiends now come before 
the public in a new role^ having developed a new scheme for prosecuting their 
nefarious business, consisting of patenting the process and t|}e apparatus by < 
which these various drugs are manufactiu-ed. Surely, this is the time to call a 
halt, for it must be conceded that, in very many cases, the new chemical pro* 
ducts possess real merit ; as, for instance, in the cases of salol, antipyrin, sul- 
fonal, etc., where the physician finds their use advantageous, but finds himself 
confronted with the evil principle of a protected proprietorship with its conse- 
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quent monopoly. The manufacturer in such cases generally deserves but little 
credit, if any, since some scientist has previously invented the process, having 
made a limited amount of the drug and publbhed the results, only to find him- 
self subsequently prevented from using the drug without paying an .enormous 
tribute to the manufacturer. 

Should the inventor prove unscrupulous and unethical, then he will com- 
bine with the manufacturer and share in its profits, in which case, of course, 
the inventor will do all in his power to advance the sale of the product by 
writing articles over his name and scientific title, which, because of his profes- 
sional standing, will be received by the current medical and pharmaceutical 
literature of the world ; thus opening a dangerous avenue for misrepresenta- 
tion and unwarrianted claims. Under the name ***acetanilid," which has, been 
adopted by the profession of this country for the protected article known as anti- 
febrin, we may purchase this drug from whomsoever we choose at a reasonable 
price ; while, under the latter or protected name, we must pay a greatly ad- 
vanced price. We can perhaps imagine in what position we shall soon find 
ourselves if this system is persisted in, by considering in what position we 
would now be placed if this system had been discovered and adopted at an 
earlier date in the history of medicine. For instance, suppose the name " pep- 
sin," when it first came out, had been trade* marked, and the process and appa- 
ratus patented. The product would, in all probability, be as poor to-day as. 
when first adopted by the pharmacopoeia, having a digestive strength of but 
1.50 ; for in that event no one could, except by an entirely different process, 
produce pepsin without infringing upon certain parts of the process adopted, 
for instance^ by SchefTer. So that, under such conditions, no one would have 
exerted himself to place upon the market a pepsin superior to that of Schefier. 
But since the name pepsin and the process and apparatus for manufacturing it 
were not patented, free competition has enabled leading scientific manufac- 
turers to investigate and bring upon the market a number of varying grades of 
pepsin of superior strength, the last of which has reached the strength o^ 
1.200. It is, therefore, obvious, from this single example, that monopoly in 
any chemical product throttles competition and consequent improvement in the 
product, leaving both science and humanity to suffer thereby. In other and 
older countries this abuse of the patent and trade-mark system is not allowed. 
In France, for instance, antipyrin cannot be trade- marked, or its process and 
apparatus for manufacturing patented. Every French manufacturer, therefore,, 
is at liberty to make and sell antipyrin under that name. A legitimate trade- 
mark, however, is allowed for the product manufactured by the inventor or by 
anybody else, under their respective names; as, for instance, *' Antipyrin 
Knorr." If the physician believes that the antipjrrin manufactured by Knorr 
is superior to that made by others, he is, therefore, at liberty to prescribe 
'* Antipyrin Kjiorr," and this product must be supplied. Under the names 
** Antipyrin Merk," ** Antipyrin Gene & Cie.," etc., these respective manufac- 
turers are entitled to the protection afforded by this character of trade-mark. 
Thus, " Pepsin Boudault " is likewise a legitimate trade-mark allowed in France, 
so that, if this article is prescribed, the product manufactured by Boudault or 
supplied by his agents must be furnished ; but in this case also any person or 
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firm has the right to improve the process for the manufacture of pepsin, and to 
place on the market a product superior to Boudaulf s pepsin, should it be found 
possible to prepare one, with the legitimate protection afforded by the title, for 
instance of ** Pepsin Jensen." '* Pepsin Fairchild," *' Pepsin P. D. & Co.," 
as the case may be. 

Sulfonal, which has already been mentioned as belonging to this third clasa 
of proprietary medicines, was brought to the notice of the medical profession 
by Professor Bauman, and is now manufactured in Europe by not less than five 
different firms, viz.: Messrs. Fredr. Bayer & Co., of Elberfeld; I. D. Riedel, 
of Berlin ; E. Schoering, of Berlin ; Hofman & Schoetensach, and Boeoringer 
& Sons. These German manufacturers have, however, taken advantage of our 
laws, and, according to the Pharmaceuiische Postoi November 8, 1888, have 
formed a ring or ^' trust," the foundation of which is ah agreement not to com- 
pete with each other, and to adhere to a certain fixed high price at which any 
of them will sell to. parties in this country, which affords them protection under 
its peculiar trade-mark laws. They have made Schieffelin & Co. their sole 
agents, and the latter's lawyers, Messrs. Dickerson & Dickerson, are sending 
out the following notices : 

*' We desire to call your attention to the fact that the Farbenfabriken ( for* 
merly Fredr. Bayer & Co.) is the owner of the registered trade-mark for Sulfo- 
nal, issued Nov. 6, 1888, by the U. S. Patent Office, which gives them the ex- 
clusive right to the use of the word '' Sulfonal " upon organic soporific drugs 
in the United States. We warn all druggists from dealing in any drugs of that 
character, sold under the name of Sulfonal. Suit will be promptly commenced 
again.st all persons infringing said rights.

In the ThirapeuHc Gazette for January 15, pp. i, 107 respectively, maybe 
found articles by Professor Horatio C. Wood on the subject of Hyoscin. Be* 
fore these articles appeared, hardly any demand existed for this drug, so that 
they have, no doubt, to a large extent influenced its use ; and it is, therefore, 
due to Dr. Wood that the remedy has a reputation. A similar state of afiairs 
exists with reference to Homatropine. Dr. Wood, however, is an ethical phy- 
sician of high standing, who would not stoop to create a^monopoly of the results 
of his investigations. The manufacturers, in this case, E. Merck, of Darm- 
stadt, have however issued a circular to the trade, under date of Nov. 6, in 
which notice is given to whomsoever it may concern, that the names or words 
"homatropine" and **hyoscine" have each been registered as personal trade- 
marks by the U. S. Patent Office, and that any trade use of either of these 
words, either separately or in combination with other words or signs for the 
designation of any chemical or medical substance for sale or exchange within 
the United States of America, is, therefore, unlawful, unless such use has pre- 
viously been authorized ! 

Should this villainous scheme continue, there i*; no telling what the future 
may bring forth. We may at least rest assured that all progress will be seriously 
hampered, mischievous monopolies will be created, and the name for every 
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new article will be protected by trade-mark, the process and apparatus for pre- 
paring the article will be patented, and the physicians' therapeutical armamen- 
tarium will be needlessly glutted vith trademark names. Suppose manufac- 
turers had availed themselves of this method before, what an immense advan- 
tage and monopoly the first manufacturer of cocaine would have had ; again, 
fancy the dastardly injury to humanity the discoverer of quinine would have 
had the power to inflict. 

Contrast the^e methods with the action of SchefTer in publishing free to 
the world his great discovery in the simplification of the manufacture and im- 
provement of pepsin, and with the action of others in the introduction of cas- 
cara sagrada, grindelia robusta, and other new medicines upon which no pro- 
tection has been sought Let us then, as a body, for our own protection, the 
progress of science, arfd the ben fit of humanity, seek to effect a revision of 
these pernicious laws ; and, in the meantime, let us religiously refrain from 
supporting those journals which make a practice of catering to this particular 
class of advertisements ; and, furthermore, let us as far as possible eschew the 
use of these protected articles, and also all the unprotected drugs manufactured 
by firms which are known to make a practice of trade-marking compounds and 
new drugs.

TYROTOXICON. 



BY A. H. COLVARD, M. D., HUTCHINSON, KAS. 



• A paper upon this subject was presented by me before the Reno County 
Medical Association at the regular meeting at this city, September lo, 1888, 
of wh'ch this is an abstract, with some additions. While it is still early in the 
year, I think it important that we begin to consider some of the diseases which 
are sure to occur during the hot weather, and fortify ourselves against them as 
effec udlly as possible, believing it is good policy that we should ^Hn time of 
peace y prepare for war^ This subject, it seems to me, deserves more consider- 
ation from physicians in general than is given it, at least from an setiological 
point of view ; and the aetiology is always desirable to be made out m every case 
of sickness^ in order that it may be treated more intelligently. A full account 
of the history, chemistry, physiology, pathology, etc. of the substance can be 
found in the various issues of the Druggists^ Circular and Chemical Gazette ^ dur- 
ing the last two years. 

The word *• tyrotoxicon" is taken from two Greek words meaning cheese 
2Xid poison. This toxic agent was discovered by Prof. V. C. Vaughan, of the 
University of Michigan, at Ann Arbor, who made his first report on poisonous 
cheese to the Michigan State Board of Health, July 14, 1885, since which time 
the Professor has been pursuing his studies and investigations with untiring 
zeal, from a chemical, physiological and pathological point of view gready to 
his credit. 
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Tyrotoxicon is the product of a peculiar putrefactive fermentation which 
takes place in milk when placed under favorable conditions for the change ; it 
may be formed however from other animal substances and tissues, as oysters, for 
example. It is classed with the ptomaines, and Dr. Vaughan thinks the sub- 
stance is identical with diazo -benzol butyfate, the chemical formula for which 
would be : C, H5 Nj-j-Q H^ 0,= C,o H„ N, O^ 

The process for extracting tyrotoxicon from infected milk is as follows : 
Filer the ( sour) milk through paper or cotton, neutralize the filtrate with sodi- 
um carbonate, and shake with pure ether. Allow the mixture to stand until 
the etherial layer separates, which will rise to the top. Separate the etherial 
solution either in a separating funnel or with a pipette, and let the ether evap* 
orate spontaneously^ when the tyrotoxicon, if present, will be left in the dish. 
The substance is very unstable, and no heat must be employed, or it will be 
<lecomposed ; in fact, it is so easily decomposed that simple exposure to the air 
-soon decomposes it ; and it may even disappear in a specimen of milk by ex* 
posure to air, even though it had previously existed in the sample The vari- 
ous chemical tests for tyrotoxicon may be found in the journal referred to 
above. The reactions correspond identically with those for diazo-benzol 
butyrate. It requires very careful and delicate manipulations to get the re- 
actions. 

Poisonous effects from eating ice-cream are occasionally reported in this 
•country, and cheese-poisoning occurs quite frequently in different portions of 
Europe. Strange to say, disagreeable-smelling cheese, as Limbui^er and 
Schweitzer, have not been known to be poisonous, so far as I can ascertain. 
The symptoms of tyrotoxicon-poisoning are those of cholera or cholera-mor- 
1>us, or at least choleraic; a dryness of the mouth and throat with a sense of 
constriction, nausea, vomiting, diarrhoea, headache, sometimes double-vision, 
and marked nervous prostration. Sometimes the patient dies in collapse. Re- 
covery generally occurs in a few hours, or, at most, after a few days. 

It is impossible to distinguish between good and bad cheese or milk by the 
odor and taste, but it is a singubr fact that if two pieces of cheese, one bad, 
and the other good, be offered to a dog or cat, the animal will select the good 
cheese ; owing, doubtless, to their superior acuteness of the sense of smelL 
Now, inasmuch as the symptoms of tyrotoxicon poisoning correspond to those 
of cholera infantum or cholera morbus, it niturally becomes a question whether 
or not tyrotoxicon may not stand in a causative relation to these diseases. Cer- 
tainly the pathological ( on animals, at least ) and physiological ( both on man 
and animals ) phenomena indicate the affirmative. In the experiments upon 
oats and dogs made by Prof. Vaughan, where a post-mortem examination of 
^e stomach and intestines was made immediately after death of the animal 
poisoned with tyrotoxicon, the appearances were those found after death from 
cholera infantum ; namely : niucous membrane of stomach and intestines not 
vascular, or so only in patches or streaks, which are scanty ; often a whitish or 
soggy appearance, somewhat softened, etc., etc.; the intestines sometimes filled 
with a frothy, serous transudation, and often the mucous membrane of stom- 
ach not particularly changed in appearance, as in cholera infantum ; pulmo- 
nary and cerebral congestion occurring from severe retchmg. There is very 
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little, if any, evidence of inflammation in the intestines or stomach, as would 
be expected from the severe symptoms referable to these organs. There are 
even the '* rice-water " stools in tyrotoxicon poisoning. In the experiments 
made upon animals by Dr. Vaughan, the post-mortem examinations were made 
Immediately after death of the animal, before time had elapsed for the post- 
mortem changes to take place in the intestines. There evidently could not have 
been any redness of the mucous membrane before death of these animals, and 
consequently no inflammation. It is therefore demonstrated that the post-mor- 
tem appearances in a dog or cat poisoned with tyrotoxicon are nearly, if not 
quite, identical with those of a child who has died of cholera infantum ; the 
symptoms before death are about the same in each case. Now, while I do not 
say that ail cases of cholera infantum are caused by tyrotoxicon, it does seem 
reasonable that it may be at least one cause of the disease, or perhaps; also, of 
other diarrhoeal maladies. Now how does this substance act, in producing these 
severe symptoms? The answer to this question is to be sought for in the sym- 
pathetic nervous system, in my opinion, at least so far as the watery discharges 
are concerned ; if not also, to some extent, accountable for most of the other 
symptoms, as increase in temperature, vomiting, etc. 

It was long ago demonstrated that the sympathetic nervous system has 
great influence over nutrition, calorification and secretion, and I have observed 
the same phenomena ( in regard to heat and nutrition ) take place in experi- 
ments made by Professor Austin Flint, of Bcllevue Hospital Medical College^ 
New YdJrk City, by dividing the sympathetic nerve in the neck of rabbits. Dr. 
Moreau has made some interesting experiments on animals, which show tha^ 
the sympathetic nerves have great influence over the secretion of liquid in the 
intestinal canal, and this fact would lead us to suspect an involvement of the 
sympathetic nervous system in cases oi the sudden occurrence of watery diar- 
rhoea. Dr. Moreau opened the abdomen of a fasting animal, and three loops 
of intestine, each from four to eight inches long, were isolated by two liga- 
tures. " All the nerves passing to the middle loop were divided, taking care 
to avoid the blood-vessels. The intestine was then replaced, the wound in the 
abdomen closed with sutures. The next day the animal was killed. The two 
loops with the nerves intact were found empty, as is normal with fasting ani- 
mals, and the mucous membrane was dry ; but the loop with the nerves divided 
was found filled with a clear, alkaline liquid, colorless or slightly opaline, which 
precipitated a few flocculi on boiling." 

Tyrotoxicon, when absorbed into the system, may have such a paralyzing 
influence upon the sympathetic nerves as to allow the transudation of serum 
into the intestinal canal ; it is like a locomotive under full headway, without an* 
engineer ; has its own sway, and liable to go to destruction. We have seen 
that the lesions (or, rather^ want of lesions) in the stomach and intestines are 
the same in tyrotoxicon-poisoning that are observed in cholera infantum ; the 
mucous membrane generally blanched, and nearly, if not quite, devoid of in^ 
flammatory evidences. Prof. J. Lewis Smith states, in his book on the ** Dis' 
eases of Children," fifth edition, p. 725, the following: "It was formerly my 
opinion that cholera infantum is essentially non-inflammatory, but that it soon 
became inflammatory^ if not checked. Careful observation of its s3rmptoms 
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and lesions have since convinced me that it is the most violent inflammation to 
which infants are liable in our climate," but does not make any specific explan- 
ation why he changed his opinion. It is probable that he was " formerly ** cor- 
rect, giving due respect and regard for the high authority of Prof. Smith. He 
further says : '' It is well known to pathologists, that in inflammation of mu- 
cous surfaces of short duration, the redness is apt to disappear in the cadaver.** 
I cannot see that conclusive proof has been given that ** violent inflamma- 
tion," or indeed that any inflammation existed, or does exist at all ; although I 
do not doubt that inflammation may occur in cholera infantum if the disease 
runs on long enough. ( The same might also be said of tyrotoxicon poison- 
ing.) Nor do I doubt that more or less inflammation may exist from the com- 
mencement of the disease, if the cause of the disease ( and there are probably 
different causes of it ) be of such a nature, or is sufficient^ to excite such a re- 
sult. The high temperature in cholera infantum, or any other disease, does 
not necessarily imply an inflammation of some part of the body. In the first 
place it is generally conceded by authorities that there is a thermic center ( or 
centers) in the brain, '• probably located in or near the pons Varolii," which 
controls the bodily temperature. The amount of heat is regulated by the nerv- 
ous system, but the oxidation itself takes place mostly in the muscular tissues. 
H. C. Wood says ( Trans. Assoc, Am. Phys.), that ** If there be a fever which 
is produced by the direct action of a poison, independently of the nervous 
system, we have at present no proof of its existence." As Hosel states, ** Fe- 
ver is the result of intoxication of the nervous system by chemical poisons 
circulating in the blood " ; and to t)rrotoxicon and other ptomaines may be 
attributed the same properties, resulting in a disorder of the whole thermal 
nervous system : — the thermotaxic or cdjusting, the thermogenic or producing, 
and the thermolytic or discharging mechanism. If heat is not discharged from 
the surface of the body, or not enough to counterbalance the thermogenic ac- 
tion, it is evident the temperature must continue to rise as long as such action 
continues, or the patient dies from excessive heat. 

In the pathological part of my paper, I should have inserted that in Dr. 
Vaughan's experiments with tyrotoxicon upon animals, he made some of his 
examinations of the stomach and intestines while the animals were alive, under 
an anaesthetic, and found no evidence of inflammation, and there conse- 
quently could not have been time for post-mortem changes to have taken 
place. 

Proper precautions should be taken to prevent any decomposition in milk 
that is intended as food, especially for children and infants. iThe milk being 
pure and wholesome to start with ( presumably ), it should be kept in a cool 
place (60® F.), in perfectly clean vessels, earthen ware or glass. Unless the 
vessel be absolutely clean, whether kept cold or not, it is surprising how soon 
the milk will sour ; sometimes in an hour or two. Too much caution cannot 
be exercised in having good, pure, sweet milk, for bottle-fed infants. It should 
be boiled, to destroy germs and lessen danger from tyrotoxicon-poisoning. The 
kind of nursing-bottle should claim attention. Complex apparatus should be 
avoided, from the great difficulty of keeping them absolutely clean. The best 
and safest feeding-botde is a simple rubber nipple put over the mouth of a

common bottle, as both can easily be kept clean ; or a spoon may be used to 
feed the infant. 

I will close my paper by relating some interesting cases in the practice of 
Dr. F. G. Brown, of this city, who kindly furnished me with the particulars. 
On June 18, 1888, the doctor was called in great haste to the residence of Mr. 
Solomon Ricksecker, eight miles west of town. Upon the doctor's arrival 
there, he found the following state of affairs: There were eight people in the 
family, including two or three hired men, besides a neighbor who took dinner 
with them that day, making nine in all at the table. All ate dinner together, 
which was about noon, and all except one hited man ( who never drinks milk ) 
partook of milk which had been milked the evening before, and had stood over 
night in the cellar. Every one of them ^ except th^ hired man who did not drink 
mUk^ were attacked with severe symptoms of cholera morbus at the same time^ 
about 3 o'clock, p. m. They had vomiting, purging, etc. The old gentleman 
drank more milk than any of the others (three glasses), and also suffered more 
severely, and continued longer in his case, it being two or three days before 
he recovered. All the others recovered in a very short lime. The treatment 
was symptomatic. A small amount of the suspected milk was handed me for 
analysis, but not enough to detect tyrotoxicon if present, or else it had disap- 
peared, as it will do. I feel satisfied, though, and so does Dr. Brown, that 
they were cases of tyrotoxicon-poisoning.

AN INTERESTING CASE OF UTERO-TUBAL PREGNANCY.

On the night of November 14, 1888, 1 was called in consultation with Dr. 

Hardesty, to see Mrs. W , age 30 ; this being her founh confinement. Her 

other three were healthy children, and the labors natural. She presented this 
history : Soon after conception, patient felt that she was not doing well, and 
that the tumor, though small, was not in the median line, but decidedly to the 
right; she called her husband's attention to it, but they did not pay much atten- 
tion to the matter until about three months previous to her confinement From 
that time up to the night in question she suffered almost constantly with a poin 
and fullness about the region of the liver; her appearance was that of a per- 
son with jaundice ; her digestion was impaired, and she was inclmed toward 
melancholia — a dread that her labor would result fatally; these were early 
and constant symptoms. 

When I arrived, on the night above named, Dr. H. told me he had a case 
of ** placenta praevria." I asked him if the patient had gone to fu I term ; he 
said she had, or nearly so. He told me the haemorrhage had been consid- 
ered, but he had given ergot, used a tampon, etc., to prevent, and while she 
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was quiet the (low was not alarming. After we had consulted, I went into the 
lying-in rooniy found patient pale, excited, and very apprehensive as to her 
condition. I removed the tampon and made an examination, finding the pla- 
centa presenting ; the haemorrhage was not great at that time, and I told Dr. 
H, we would give an anaesthetic and deliver. When she was under the influ- 
ence, I introduced my hand into the os, shoving the placenta back into the 
uterine cavity and to one side, and passed my hand on into the cavity, expect- 
ing to come in contact with the presenting surface of the foetus ; but, to my 
surprise, I could find nothing but the placenta in the cavity, and the uterus 
about the size it should h^ve been at six nK)nths' gestation. I then took the 
cord between my thumb and index finger, and traced it from its placental 
attachment up to the right tube, and found it entered the same. I informed 
Dr. H. of my discovery, and asked him to examine. He returned with the 
same result. . We then decided to call Dr. Jordan ; on his arrival he was given 
our diagnosis, and after a thorough examination he said it was a case of tubal 
pregnancy. We consulted again, and decided that the only thing to do was to 
operate ; though we knew well that the patient's condition was such that we 
could hardly expect and dare not hope for her to survive the operation. In 
fact, we did not want to operate; as well as I like '* to cut," that was one time 
in my life when I would have preferred to be excused ; but we knew some- 
thing had to be done and immediately, so I concluded to make another more 
thorough and entirely satisfactory examination and then proceed ; so I placed 
the patient completely under the an8e>thetic, intoduced my hand into the uterus, 
found the cord, followed it up td the tube as before, and by introducing my 
finger into it I could feel the breech and feet presenting — in fact forming a part 
of the right wall of the uterus, and filling up the tube at its ostium uterinum. 
I told Dr. H. to make steady pressure on the abdominal walls on either side, 
and I thought we could deliver without an operation. I first disengaged the 
feet, and by careful traction brought the foetus into the cavity of the uterus, 
and delivered it with feet presenting. The foetus was dead, and from appear- 
ance had been so for some time ; its weight was about four pounds. 

Our theory is this : That the ovule, in it passage through the tube, became 
deposited in a little depression in the mucous membrane, just at the interna 
orifice of the canal, and there ingrafted itself. The ovule, by intimate adhe- 
sion with this extremity of the tube, and by natural development, became part 
of and encroached upon the uterine cavity. I have never read of nor had a 
similar case, though Cazeaux and Tarnier claimed that such a pregnancy '< may 
be possible." Pateina, Hunter and Hoffmeister cite cases ** where the foetus 
18 found in the abdominal cavity ; the cord, leaving the umbilicus, enters the 
tube, traverses its entire length, and is inserted into the placenta, which itself is 
attached to the internal surface of the uterus." In the case reported, the pla. 
centa was attached just under the internal orifice of the right tube. 

After we had been successful in the delivery of the foetus, we were very 
anxious about the mother ; for we were almost certain puerperal fever would 
follow. Everything was favorable until the third day. Dr. H. was called at 
4 o'clock, A. M., found patient with a severe rigor; when reaction came on, 
temperature went up to 104®, pulse 120; but in a few hours, under treatment 
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prescribed, temperature and pulse were normal. These rigor» kept up for six 
weeks after confinement at irregular intervals, coming on every 3d, 5th, and 
7 th days until theyceaised; there was never any tenderness or inflammation 
more than would be expected from a natural labor, in vagina, uterus, tubes, or 
in the abdominal region. I am pleased to say the patient is now about well, 
able to go about ; she menstruated freely two months after delivery, which 
gave her some relief from the fullness she had felt about the head, back and 
spine. 



THE TREATMENT OF WHOOPING COUGH.

In DanieVs Texas Medical Journal for July, 1888, I gave the following 
notes on the treatment of this affection : 

Although bacteriologists claim that a specific germ of pertussis has been 
demonstrated (the ** bacillus pertussis," — a microorganism discovered by Afa- 
nasieff — a microbe having properties sufficient to distinguish it from other bac. 
teria), therapeutic measures based upon this idea have not been, in my hands 
at least, as gratifying as would be anticipated from the claims of the enthusias- 
tic supporters of the germ theory. Corrosive sublimate, permanganate of po- 
tassium, boric acid, thymol, the salicylates, carbolic acid, etc., have been, both 
locally and internally, " tried and found wanting," the only drug which might 
be classed as ''antiseptic " which gave any satisfaction whatever being quinine, 
used as a spray to the fauces, in conjunction with its internal administration ; 
that the favorable results obtained from its use were due to any antiseptic 
properties I am not prepare^ to concede. 

From drugs given upon the theory that the disease might be of nervous 
origin, little better can be said : cannabis indica, hyoscyamus, belladonna, and 
all others of that class, have been of little avail ; so, too, cocaine, either inter- 
nally or as a spray — though my experience with it has been rather limited — 
has provien unsatisfactory. Bromides have, however, been extensively pre- 
scribed ( because of their tranquilizing effect ), and with considerable success ; 
not in abating or curing the disease, but in modifying its severity. Upon the 
bromides, then, I have come chiefly to rely, though in many cases where there 
is difficulty in retaining nauseous medicines, I give with almost equally benefi- 
cial results : 

B Codeinae sulphatis gr.j 

Sjrrupi scillae comp. fgij 

Syrupi tolutani f^vi 

Syrupi pruni Virgin. f§j 

Misce. Sig.: One-half to one teaspoonful every two or three hours, 
for a child of two years of age. 

All opiates other than codeine are preferably eschewed. Chloral is excel- 
lent in many cases, but I usually depend upon the above formula or the elixir 
of bromide of potassium. 
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Recently, however, because of its wonderful effect in controlling nervous 
pain^ like migraine, neuralgia, etc., and its surprising sedative properties, I 
have resorted to antipyrine with, thus far, the best results derived from any one 
4rug, or combination of drugs. I do not regard it as curative — in fact, nothing 
is — but it does control the severity of the paroxysms to a gratifying extent. I 
write : 

R Antipyrin. 3j 

Aq. menth. pip. q. s. ut ft. solut. 

Adde: 

Syrupum prun. Virgin, ad fgij 

Misce. Sig.: One teaspoonfui every six hours, continued through out the 
entire cour^ of the affection, if indicated. 

The bromide mixture maybe given, between e^ich of these doses, with ad- 
vantage in some cases. 

Of course the greatest care must be taken to insure proper diet and the 
best hygienic surroundings, for upon these, coupled with sustaining agents, may 
depend the life of the little patient. 

[Subsequent experinents, and reports from many physicians who have 
tried the drug in this disease, tend to confirm the opinion that in certain cases 
nothing can equal antipyrine in controlling the nervous phenomena, the parox- 
ysms included. It must be admitted, however, that there are cases in which 
the drug seems to have little or no effect, and there are certain conditions which 
^ontraindicate its administration, thus limiting somewhat its field of usefulness. 
Reports from those who have opportunities for testing its therapeutic value are 
earnestly requested.] 



CASES OF DISEASES OF THE EYE AND EAR, PRESENTED AT 
THE CLINIC OF PROF. F. B. TIFFANY, M. D., DUR- 
ING SESSION OF 1888 AND 1889.

Case i. — Mydriasis and Ptosis. Presented for treatment Sept. 22. W. A. 
-, age 42, blue eyes; general health good. Symptoms: The patient com- 



plained of pain over the right eye, and poor vision. Treatment : Mixed spe- 
cific, and locally 2-gr. solution of eserine. Patient returned Sept 29, Oct. 6, 
and Dec. 12, each time showing marked improvement, and the last time the 
S3rmptoms had entirely disappeared. 

Case 2. — Myopia^ CongenittU. Mrs. N , age 40, blue eyes. Com- 
plained of pain in the right eye and temple, and a dull, heavy headache. 
Treatment: Eserine locally, to contract the pupils ; and concave glasses to 
correct myopia. Defect perfectly relieved. 

Case ^.— Symblepharon. First seen Sept 22. J. G — r- (colored), age 
29, black eyes. Ingrafting from cat's eye thought possible. Returned Dec. 
:2 2 and Jan. 19. Operation determined to be of no use. 
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Case 4. — Trachoma and Pannus, Came first to clinic Sept. 22. G. S , 

age 17, black eyes. The patient gives a history of sore eyes with ulceration of 
the cornea for the past four years, V. R. E. ^^y V. 1.. E. ^. Treatment : 
Sulphate of copper applied to the lids. Returned, Oct. 13, eyes improving. 
Lids were brushed with a 2% solution of nitrate of silver. Oct. 20, patient 
was dismissed, but began to use his eyes at once and on Dec. 12 returned with 
a pannus in the eye. Syndectomy was performed, after which a rapid recov- 
ery took place. 

Case 5. — Pterygium, Presented for treatment Sept. 22. R. E. P ^ 

age 39, blue eyes. Treatment : The pterygium was dissected off, and trans- 
planted to the inferior retrotarsal fold. The dressing consisted cff a compress 
of cotton wrung from a ^^^q solution bichloride of mercury. Patient was dis- 
missed cured in five weeks from first appearance at the clinic, and three weeks 
after the operation. 

Case 6. — Suppuration of Lachrymal Sac, and Caries of Lachrymal Bone — 

Specific. T. M , age 39, gray eyes. Treatment : Mixed syphilitic and 

boracic acid dressing. Three weeks later the patient was permitted to go to 
work. Improvement was marked, but final result not entirely 'satisfactory. 

Case 7. — Ulceration of the Corwa, W. D , age 22, blue eyes. The 

ulcers appeared three weeks ago. Treatment : Electro-cautery and 4 gr. solu- 
tion of atropine sulphate, to keep the pupils dilated. Treatment continued 
two weeks, and patient much improved. Final result not known. 

Case 8. — Hard Cataract. J. D. K , age 16, blue eyes. Began to 

appear when ten years of age. Treatment : Extraction of the lens. Two 
weeks later he was presented at the clinic, showing good results from thC oper- 
ation. Convex glasses applied to correct the condition of aphakia. 

Case 9. — Hard Cataract. R. K , age 14, blue eyes. The trouble, as 

in the previous case, came on about ten years ago. Treatment : Extraction 
of the lens of both eyes. Two weeks after, the patient was discharged with 
good results. Convex glasses adjusted to correct aphakia. 

Case 10. — Soft Cataract. H. R , age 7, blue eyes. Treatment: Ex- 
traction of the lens. The operation was successful, and glasses applied. 

Case ii. — Gonorrheal Ophthalmia. Miss C , age 19, brown eyes. 

Treatment : 30-gr. solution of nitrate of silver applied three times a day. A 
stream of hot water ordered to be poured on the eyes one and one-half hours 
three times a day. The parts being much swollen, the outer canihus was cut 
to relieve the tenshjn on the eye. The patient was presented a week later much 
mproved, but returned no more. Results not known. 

Case 12. — Leucoma. Miss H. S , age 18, grly eyes. The trouble 

began two years ago, and was attributed to the dust from broom-corn in which 
she was working. Treatment: Electro -cautery, under which the cornea cleared 
up considerably in a week. After two weeks' treatment, the ulcers had dis- 
appeared. 

Case 13. — Hard Cataract. H. W , age 38, blue eyes. Treatment: 
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Extraction of the lens by iridectomy, and glasses a Ijusted to correct aphakia. 

Case 14. — Trachoma with Pannus, W. K. N , age 53, blue eyes. 

Trouble began a few years ago, while working in the broomcorn. Treatment : 
Syndectomy. Two weeks after the operation the conjunctiva was quite smooth. 
Final results not known. 

Case 15. — Convergent Strabismus, Presented for treatment Sept 29. J, 

B , age 19, hazel eyes. Treatment: Tenotomy of internal rectus, and 

prism glass to prevent recurrence. Dismissed Nov. 11, with no deviation of 
the eye. 

Cale 16. — Keratitis^ Leucoma, and Obstruction of the Lcuhrymal Duct, J. 

H, L , age 53, blue eyes. Treatment : Nitrate of silver, and probe passed 

to open the duct. Results not known. 

Case 17. — Iritis and Hypopion — Specific. M. M (colored), age 26 , 

brown eyes. ' The trouble is of six months' duration. Treatment was directed 
to the specific origin of the trouble. Three weeks later the pus was all absorb- 
ed from the anterior chamber, but ciliary injection still prominent. Final result 
not known. 

Case 18. — Astigmatism. Miss M. P , age 24, black eyes. There was 

some conjunctivitis, and the patient complained of pain in the templefand 
back of the eyes. Treatment : Vision corrected with No. 36 glasses, and 
requested to return in two months. Did not return. 

Case 19. — Phlyctcenular Keratitis and Trcuhoma, Miss H. C , age ig, 

blue eyes. Eyes had been ©ore seven months. Treatment : Electro-cautery 
to destroy the granulations. The lid was also brushed with nitrate of silvef 
I % solution, and internally she was given syrup of iodide of iroa This cas6 
was under treatment about six weeks, and dismissed with go9d eye- sight and 
** respect ible-looking " eyes. 

Case 20. — Soft Cataract, G. D , age 16, blue eyes. The trouble 

began when two years of age. Treatment: Keratonyxis. In two weeks the 
lens was absorbed, and vision corrected with convex glasses. 

Case 21. — Keratitis and Trachoma, G. W , age 57, gray eyes. The 

eyes had been sore at times for six years. Treatment : Electro-cautery, and brush 
on a I % solution of nitrate of silver. Patient did not return, hence result is 
unknown. 

Case 22. — Pterygium and Trachoma of Each Eye, E. G , age 30, 

blue eyes. Treatment : Sulphate of copper with glycerine for trachoma, and 
pterygium dissected off and transplanted to inferior retrotarsat fold. Pterygium 
cured ; trachoma still remains. 

Case 23. — Leucoma and Conjunctivitis. Oct 6. L. N , age 38, hazel 

eyes. Conjunctivitis of six weeks' duration. Treatment: A 1% solution of 
nitrate of silver applied. Returned Oct 27 with conjunctivitis abou well. 
Treatment continued ] patient did not return. 

Case 24. — Phiyctcenular Keratitis^ with Pannus of Left Eye and Trachoma 
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of Right, J. L , age 38, brown eyes. Treatment: / Syndectomy for pan- 

nus ; for keratitis and trachoma, electra cautery. Internally, syrup of iodide of 
potassium. This patient returned six times, and was dismissed vith very sat- 
isfactory resuhs. 

Case 25. — Pterygium of Both Eyes. E. B , age 59, blue eyes. Treat- 
ment : The pupilary border of the pterygium was detached and dissected to 
the inner canihus, and transplanted to the inferior retrotarsal fold. When last 
presented the wound was rapidly improving. 

Case 26. — Stenosis of Eustachian Tube, Mrs. I. K (colored), age 17, 

brown eyes. Treatment : Inflation of middle ear. Result unsatisfactory. 

Case 27. — Conjunctivitis^ with Pannus and Trachoma, Presented Oct. 13. 
L. G — — , age 11, gray eyes. The patient could barely perceive light, this 
condition had existed for nine years, varying in intensity at different times- 
Lids thick and spongy, and eyelashes nearly all out; purulent matter forming 
rapidly. Treatment : Syndectomy on both eyes, and electro-cautery for tra- 
choma. A week later the patient could count fingers two feet away. After a 
treatment of two months could see quite well. Toward the latter part of treat- 
ment nitrate of silver (2% solution ) was used. Although perfect vision was 
not gained m this case, the result was highly satisfactory. 

%]!ase 28. — Convergent Strabismus and Trachoma, Miss D. T , age 13, 

gray eyes. Treatment : Tenotomy of the internal recti, and external rectus 
of right eye advanced. This patient was under treatment two months, and' 
dismissed with no deviation of the eyes. 

Case 29.— Otitis Media ^ and Perforation of the Drum of Right Ear, G. 
H , age 12. Pus has been discharging for several years. Treatment : In- 
flation of middle ear, and boracic acid dusted after cleansing. Internally, syrup 
of iodide of iron. Result unsatisfactory. 

Case 30. — Trachoma, J. B , age 45, brown eyes. Treatment: i per 

cent, solution nitrate of silver brushed on the lids. Patient returned but once, 
so result is unknown. 

Case 31. — Dacryocystitis, First seen Oct. 20. B. C , age 58, brown 

eyes. Treatment : Lachrymal sac opened, and packed with 5 per cent, chlo- 
ride of zinc. Returned each week for four weeks, a probe being passed into 
the nasal duct each time. The best of results followed this treatment, no 
epiphora remaining. 

Case 32. — Perforation of the Drum of Each Ear. F. S , age 26. Treat- 
ment : Inflation. Resuh unsatisfactory. 

Case 33. — Deafness, R. K. B > age 38. Cause not discernable; 

probably destruction of the internal ear. Treatment : Inflation. Was tried 
merely as an experiment, with unsatisfactory results. 

Case 34. — Keratitis (Specific). First seen Oct. 27. J. K , age 23, 

gray eyes. Treatment : Electro-cautery and anti-syphilitic. Returned in a 
week with sight much improved, but did not remain to carry out the treatment. 
Result unknown. 
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Case 35. — Ulcer of the Cornea^ and (JonJututiviHs, J. M , age 20, blue 

eyes. Cause : Two weeks ago, some hot, dry malt flew into the eye with cqd- 
siderable force ; the inflammation produced by this ran on, and an ulcer was 
the result. Treatment ; Electro-cautery for ulcers, and mild astringent for the 
conjunctivitis. Dismissed cured. 

Case 36 — Trachoma, C. H , age 27, black eyes. Treatment: One 

per cent, solution of nitrate of silver, locally. Patient did not retium; result 
unknown. 

Case 37. — Abscess of the Cornea, and Rupture wtth Protrusion of the Iris, 

H. P , age II, gray eyes. History: Two weeks ago, while husking corn 

a piece of corn- husk was thrown into the eye. The next day inflammation 
ran high, and continued becoming worse and more painful. Treatment : Anti- 
septic dressing and compress. This case remained seven weeks, and the eye 
recovered with but little sight. Treatment was directed to the prevention of 
sympathetic ophthalmia, and successfully. 

Case .38. — Pannus and Trachoma, W. P. M , age 35, gray eyes. 

Eyes had been weak and sore at times for fifteen years. Present trouble has 
been of two weeks' duration. Treatment : For pannus, syndectomy ; for tra- 
choma, electro cautery. Probe passed to dilate stricture of the nasal duct 
Toward the latter part, nitrate of silver ( 2 per cent, solution ) was used This 
case ended with the best of results. 

Case 39. — Panophthalmitis. W. H. R — ^, age 13, brown eyes. Cause: 
Was stabbed in the eye three weeks ago by his brother, while playing. Treat- 
ment : Enucleation. Artificial eye adjusted and patient instructed in its use, 
one week later. 

Case 40. — Chronic Conjunctivitis, O. S , age 26, blue eyes. Treat 

ment : Two per cent solution nitrate of silver.. The eyes were better a week 
later, but patient did not return afterward 

Case 41. — Secondary Cataract and Posterior Synechia, Miss P. B ^,age 

15, blue eyes. Treatment recommended : Keratonyxis. Patient objected, so it 
was not performed. 

Case 42. — Entropion, Leucoma, and Chronic Conjuncthntts. Miss O. B , 

age 2 1 , gray eyes. Both eyes were operated on for entropion, with cocaine as 
an anaesthetic. The most marked results were obtained in these operations. 
Electro- cautery was used the last,two weeks of treatment. Tiffany's operation 
was used on left eye. 

Case 43. — Senile Cataract. Mrs. M. H. W , age 67, blue eyes. 

Treatment : Extraction of the lens recommended, but not performed ; patient 
considering general health too poor. 

Case 44. — Leucoma and Convergent Strabismus, Miss H. J , age 28, 

blue eyes. This case was the result of ophthalmia neonatorium. Treatment : 
Iridectomy, and an artificial pupil obtained with fairly good results. 

Case 45. — Entropion, and Stricture of Nasal Duct. T. W , age 34, 
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blue eyes. Treatment: Tiffany's operation for entropion performed, and 
probe passed to relieve stricture. Treatment continued fivt weeks, with cxcel- 
efit results. 

Case 46. — Phlyctcmular Keratitis, M. R , age 2, blue eyes. Treat- 
ment : Electro-cautery, and weak solution nitrate of silver. Did not return ; 
result unknown. 

Case 47. — HyalUis^ and Atrophy of Optic Netve. O. R , age 33, blue 

eyes. Trouble is of specific origin. Patient placed on mixed specific treat- 
ment, and paracentesis advised. No decided effect on the sight was produced 
by the treatment. Patient demurred to operation. 

Case 48. — Interstitial Keratitis and Trachoma. J. M. C — — , age 51, blue 
eyes. Patient could perceive light, when first presented to the clinic, with left 
eye, and count fingers with right eye. Treatment : Syndectomy, electro-cau- 
tery for trachoma. This patient was under treatment ten weeks, and when 
dismissed the vision was very fair, and cornea cleared considerably. Nitrate of 
silver was also used in this case. 

Case 4p. — ExtemcU Luxation of Lens, C. A. C , age 30, black eyes. 

Cause, traumatism. Treatment : Removal of the lens, and dressed antisepti- 
cally. Anterior chamber full of blood when presented. The eyeball was 
saved, but no sight. 

Case 50. — Hyalitis, J. C. V , age 65, blue eyes. Treatment : Placed 

on specific treatment and paracentesis advised. Not permitted. Result un- 
satisfactory. 

Case 51. — Ulcer of Cornea^ with Pannus and Trcuhoma, C. G J , age 

33, gray eyes. Duration, seven weeks. Treatment : Syndectomy for pannus, 
and electro-cautery for ulcer and trachoma, and eye supported by a band- 
age. Sulphate of copper was used. Patient under treatment two months, and 
good results obtained. 

Case 52. — Phlyctcmular Keratitis and Trachoma, G. W. E , age 46, 

hazel eyes. Duration: Has had "sore eyes" all his life; present trouble be- 
gan in July ; could count fingers when presented at the clinic. Treatment : 
Electro-cautery was used, and eye dressed with cotton wrung out of solution of 
chloride of zinc Eyes improved rapidly for three weeks, but further results 
not known. 

Case 53. — Luxation of Lens — Traumatic Cataract, Patient also has detach 
ed retina, atrophy of the optic nerve, and absorption of the iris. Cause : A 
blow from a stick. Treatment useless. 

Case 54. — MtcropthcUmus, with Nystagmus. Miss C. S , age 6, brown 

eyes. Patient did not return for treatment. 

Case 55. — Trachoma and Ptosis, Miss L. R , age 18, black eyes. 

Treatment. Electro-cautery^ and, later, nitrate of silver. Was under treat- 
ment two months and presented to the clinic fiwe times. Trachoma cured, but 
slight ptosis remained. 
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Case 56 — Panophthalmia. J. R ^ age 40, hazel eyes. A history of 

syphilis of three years' standing was'given and gonorrhoea! ophthalmia a year 
ago. Present trouble of two months' duration. Treatment : Enucleation 
of the eye to prevent sympathetic ophthalmia. OperSition successful, and re- 
sults satisfactory. 

Case 57. — Senile Cataract. M. W , age 67, blue eyes. Treatment : 

Extraction of the lens of the left eye. A week later the opacity had disap- 
peared, and vision was corrected with convex glasses. 

Case 58. — Letuoma of Both Eyes, and Trachoma. N. H , age 9, gray 

eyes. Eyes have been sore two years. Treatment : Electro cautery and yel- 
low oxide of mercury i grain to the ounce, locally. Patient did not return.

INFANTILE PNEUMONIA. 



Editor Kans2LS City Mediccd Index: — There is a form of pneumonia which 
very seldom occurs in adults, but is most common in children under the age of 
six years. It is characterized by air inflammation of the intercellular structure 
of the lungs, with a death of small spots of lung tissue. Since the diagnosis of 
this disease is very difhcult, especially in its beginning, the affection is gener- 
ally tar advanced before the physician is aware of the nature of the trouble 
with which he has to contend. As children seldom expectorate, but swallow 
the sputa when it is coughed up, this diagnostic point is lost : and as pain is 
often wanting, and cough sometimes absent or so trifling as to escapo atten- 
tion, the difficulty of recognition is apparent. The respirations^ too, vary from 
forty to one hundred per minute, and the temperature in some cases may reach 
106® F., while the voice of the child (when the disease is far advanced) 
becomes hoarse and almost suppressed at times. This combination of symp- 
toms is often puzzling. I have two cases now under my care, one two years 
old, the other nineteen months ; and I visited each three or four times before I 
made a diagnosis. This difficulty of diagnosis is often disastrous, as this is one 
of the most fatal maladies that we are odled upon to treat among children, as 
life is almost extinct before the physician ascertains the nature of the disease. 
The subcrepitant rales and bronchial breathing are the most characteristic 
symptoms, and these become more fully developed after the disease is far 
advanced. 

In way of treatment I have no specific to offer, and believe the patients get 
along about as well without medicine as with it. A ^ood, nutritious diet, and 
stimulants in the form of wine, etc., are among the chief measures. I believe 
that rubefacients, in the beginning, are undoubtedly a good thing in this dis- 
ease. I have known them to be prepared by using one part of mustard ( pul- 
verized ) and two parts of flax seed meal, and applied and kept on for days, 
changing them when they get dry. If the patients can be " bridged over " 
for twenty-two or -three days, they will get well ; but the majority of cases re- 
cover or die much sooner than that, while some few run on for months, or even 
years. I would be pleased to hear from some one else on this subject

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WHAT IS A HOMCEOPATHIST ?— AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 



Editor Index : — The editors of the Ninv York Medical Times recently wrote 
to Hon. George C. Barrett, of the Supreme Court, asking the question: Has a 
physician designating himself an '* Homoeopathist,'' and called as such to a pa- 
tient, any legal or moral right to adopt other than homoeopathic means in the 
treatment of the case ? 

The answer of Judge Barrett is clear and decisive, and will doubtless be 
of much interest to the readers of the Index. It is as follows: 

In my judgment there can be but one answer to your question, and that is 
in the negative, If I call in a me'Uical man who designates himself a ** Ho- 
moeopathic physician,'' it is because I do not wish to be treated allopathically,. 
or electrically, or otherwise than homoeopathically. There is an implied under- 
standing between myself and and the homoeopathist, that I shall receive the 
treatment which, by tradition and a general concensus of opinion, means small 
doses of a single drug administered upon the principle of "similia similibus 
curantur." If there is to be any variation from that method, I have a right to 
be informed of it and to be given an opportunity to decide. Common honesty 
demands that before a confiding patient is to be drugged with quinine, iron, 
morphine or other medicaments, either singly or in combination, he should be 
told that the ** Homoeopathist" has failed, and that relief can only be afforded by 
a change of system. An honest ** Homoeopath," who has not succeeded, after 
doing his best with the appropriate homoeopathic remedies administered on ho- 
moeopathic principles, should undoubtedly Xry anything else which he believes 
may save or relieve his patient. But when he reaches that point, the duty of 
taking the patient into his confidence becomes imperative. The patient may 
refuse to submit to the other system or he may agree, but prefers a physician 
whose life has been specially devoted to practice under that other system. He 
may say to the ** Homoeopathist," you have failed, but I prefer to try an- 
other ^ntleman of your own school, before resorting to a s>'stem that I have 
long since turned my back upon. Or, he may say, well, if homoeopathy can- 
not save me, I prefer to go to headquarters for allopathic treatment. 

All this, gentlemen, is the logical sequence of the particular designation 
** Homoeopathist." There may, of course, be gentlemen who favor in a gen- 
eral way the principle of small doses and "similia similibus curantur," to 
whom it would not apply. But such a physician would not stamp his school 
upon his work as a practitioner. If I call in such a man — I mean a physician 
pure and simple, calling himself neither homoeopathist nor allopathist — the im- 
plied understanding is that I entrust myself to his best judgment in all respects. 
Such a man may be a graduate of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, and 
I will have no cause of complaint should he in an exigency deem it appropri- 
ate to a'Jminister the third potency of aconite. Or he may be a graduate of a 
college founded under homoeopathic auspices, and yet I cannot object 
if he thinks the occasion demands twenty grains of quinine. But if a physi- 
cian calls himself allopathic and is summoned as such, it would be a fraud to 
resort to homoeopathic treatment without full disclosure to the patient of what 
was proposed. If however, we are to have a class of men who purpose, in the 
interest of humanity, to utilize the best that they can find in any and every 
school, ** pathist." as a designation of fixed methods of practice, must be ignor- 
ed, and the broad and noble title of * * physician," in its unreserved sense, be 
revived and substituted. 

The patient will understand, when he sends for one of this class, that he 
is to have the physician's best judgment in the unprejudiced use of the ripest 
fruits of modern discovery in every field. I see that I have done more than 
simply answer your questton. But I am sure you will pardon a layman for 
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tsiking advantage of the occasion to intimate the need of greater clearness 
of professional attitude — both as a matter of justice to the patient and as due 
to the integrity of the physician.

Daly, M. D., Pittsburgh, Penn. In cases where the saw, scissors, snare or 
galvano-cautery are objected to or cannot be employed from any cause, the au- 
thor recommends making small but deep incisions every few days, abstracting 
from one-half to three ounces of blood at each sitting. A radical cure may 
often be effected. 

Another of Dr. Andrew D. White's remarkable papers on **Th€ Warfare 
of Science " will be among the contents of the May Popular Science Monthly. 
This article is devoted to ** Diabolism and Hysteria," and will contain accounts 
of the dancing and other manias of several centuries ago in Europe, and the 
witchcraft delusion in this country, for which many innocent persons met their 
death, showing that these epidemics originated in nervous derangements, and 
were magnified and distorted by false theories.

The ninth annual commencement of the Medical Department of the Uni- 
versity of Kansas City, was held at Music Hall, Ninth and Broadway, Thurs - 
day evening, March 14, 1889.

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EDITORIAL NOTES. 



Tricounty Medical Society. — The Tricounty Medical Society of Ver- 
non, Bates and Cass, met at Butler, Mo. , Thursday, April 4, with a programme 
embracing papers by Drs. J. R. Boyd and R. F. Hulett, of Bates; J. W. Smith 
and D. O. Ravenscraft, of Cass ; O. Y. Warren and C. A. Rock wood, of Ver- 
non, and Drs. T. C. Boulware, E. N. Chastain and L. W. Wrjght, to report 
emergency cases. The Index acknowledes a cordial invitation to attend, ac- 
ceptance of which was prevented only by the editor's being a witness in the 
United States court.

An Unusual Recognition. — It is not often that a city compensates a 
physician for services rendered. The recent action of the city council of St. 
Louis is therefore the more to be appreciated by the profession, as it points 
o a liberalism not heretofore made manifest. The council at its meeting of 
March 30 passed an ordinance appropriating fiv^ hundred dollars to pay Dr. 
A. C. Bernays for a successful laparotomy for gunshot wound of the stomach, 
duodenum and jejunum on a member of the police force of the city of St. 
Louis. Dr. Bernays is to be congratulated upon the commendable action ot 
the city council as well as upon the successful termination of one of the most 
difficult of surgical operations. 

Pelvic Cellulitis. — In a valuable paper in the January number of the 
Brooklyn Medical Journal^ Dr. Alexander J. C. Skene, of Brooklyn, draws the 
following conclusions : (i.) That pelvic cellulitis, uncomplicated, occurs fre-^ 
quently. ( 2.) That sub-peritoneal pelvic haematocele should be recognized as 
one of the causes. (3) That aspirating maybe employed before and after 
suppuration, with advantage in suitable cases. ( 4.) The abscess in the cellu- 
lar tissue of the pelvis should be opened from the vagina when the conditions 
are favorable. ( 5. ) That laparotomy is advisable when the vaginal wall is not 
closely adherent to the abscess sac. (6.) That laparotomy should be made 
when a pelvic abscess opens into the bladder and suppuration continues. ( 7.) 
That cellulitis may extend to the psoas muscle, and give rise to psoas abscess. 

Effect of Medicines upon Nursing Mothers. — Fehling has been in- 
vestigating the effects of drugs administered to nqrsing mothers. He finds 
there is danger to the infant in giving more than forty-five grains of salicylate 
of sodium daily ; iodide of potassium should not be given in doses larger than 
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three grains. Iodoform enters the system of the infant more readily through 
the nurse than when given to the child. Even when the wounds of the mother 
were dressed with iodoform, iodine was found in the child's urine. Mercurial 
salts given to the mother affect the child very slightly, if at all. He concludes 
that twenty-five drops of tincture of opium (German Pharmac.) and gr. ^ 
and ^ of morphine can be safely given to the mother. Chloral may be given 
in dpsesof gr. 23 to 45. Atropine affects the child very quickly, even in small 
doses. Fehling denies that salads and acids have an injurious effect upon the 
child. ,. 

Bacteriology in Kansas City. — Prof. F. B. Tiffany has just received, at 
the biological laboratory of the University Medical College, a complete outfit 
for the thorough study of microscopy and bacteriology. The apparatus is an 
exact counterpart of that used in Koch's now famous laboratory in Berlin, the 
incubator, sterilizer, and cultures being direct from that laboratory. Germs 
oi all contagious diseases, even including the comma bacillus of cholera and the 
microbe supposed to be the cause of yellow fever, have been received in the 
invoice, and experimental work will be at once begun with rats, rabbits, etc. 
One of the best microscopes ever imported to America accompanies the ship- 
ment — in fact, everything is now in the laboratory of the college which is nec- 
essary to the most elaborate study of bacteriology. Prof. Tiffany and his first 
assistant. Dr. W. B Steenburg, will begin at once conducting a post-graduate 
course in microscopy and bacteriology; students of the University Medical 
-College will be given special opportunities for pursuing this line of study. 

An Appreciated Letter. — One of the oldest practitioners of Kansas, 
about to retire from practice, in discontinuing his subscription to the Index, 
writes as follows : And now, in bidding you farewell, I cannot refrain from 
thanking you for the many wise words you have written in behalf of conserva- 
tive medicine, and especially in the department of midwifery. Thirty-five 
years' observation in practice has convinced me that the heroic dodor is much 
more to be dreaded in the sick-room than any disease with which we have to 
deal ; and that the super-scientific obstetrician who imagines that he must ** do 
something" can only be valuable to the lying-in woman by staying away from 
her as far as possible, for his presence is a constant menace and his absence a 
■ boon. Looking back over the history of more than one thousand labors, and 
seeing but one death of the number, two craniotomy cases, and three times 
using the forceps, I feel somewhat reconciled with my record. Keep it up, 
doctor, keep it up — until all shall learn that **if we cannot do any good, we 
will not do any harm." 

Radical Cure of Hypertrophy of the Prostate. — Hypertrophy of the 
prostate is generally regarded as one of the diseases that can be modified but not 
-cured. The itUernational Journal of Surgery y however, says that simultaneously 
with Casper, Dr. Roux, of Lausanne, has employed the galvanic current in the 
treatment of hypertrophy of the prostate. He has used the method in six cases, 
and claims to have obtained even better results than Casper. His procedure 
is as follows: A broad electrode is applied to the abdomen. The other,

Examination showed it to be due to the pres- 
ence of a hard rubber pessary which had been inserted five years before for 
some malposition of the uterus. Removal of the pessary relieved the trouble 
promptly. 

A British naval surgeon, Dr. Beveridge, states that for foreign bodies in 
the throat, such as pieces of meat, etc., a simple mode of relief is to blow 
forcibly into the ear. This excites powerful reflex action, during which the 
foreign body is expelled from the trachea. The plan is so easy of execution 
that, if there is anything in it, it ought to be generally known and applied.

Surgeon-Major Lawrie, M. D., Principal of the Medical School, Hydera- 
bad, India, in a recent address to the class^ said that he has probably given 
chloroform more often than any other surgeon. In between 40^00 and 50,000 
administrations under his superintendence no accident of serious character has 
ever occurred. No attention is paid to the pulse, as respiration ceases long be- 
fore the heart's action is affected. 

Dr. J. D. Freeman, of Clearmont, Mo., says he has excellent results 
in the treatment of acne by writing for a saturated solution of alum, adding to 
the ounce five drachms of carbolic acid, and aromatics to flavor. Moisten 
the parts well before retiring; continue as long as necessary, and repeat as 
required. A strong solution of galls and tannic acid may be ordered in place 
of the alum in the above prescription. 

The Stale Board of Health of Illinois some months ago sued J. Cresap 
McCoy, the notorious advertiser. A dispatch dated March 13 announces that 
** Dr. J. C. McCoy, the advertising medical specialist, who was proceeded 
against by the State Board of Health for practising without a license, to-day 
won his case in the appellate court, which sustained the lower court's decision 
that the Board could not interfere with McCoy." 

Prof. F. B. Tiffany is making a systematic examination of all the school- 
children of this city. Two years ago he mdde a similar examination, the results 
of which were presented to the International Medical Congress, and published 
in the Index. Many hundreds of children will now be examined a second 
time after the lapse of two years, and the question can be settled as to whether 
or not the disorders of accommodation are progressive.

The University Medical College of Kansas City has filed articles of incor- 
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poration. The incroporators are : J. R. Snell, E. R. Lewis, J. W. Jackson, 
L. A. Berger, J. H. Duncan, F. B. Tiffany, G. W. Davis, R. R. Hunter, J. B. 
Jones, S. E. Lanphear, J. E. Logan, J. T. Eggers and R. L. Green. This is 
but a new name for the ** Medical Depariment of the University of Kansas 
City," the change of name being simply that the college may hold property in 
its own right. 

Dr. Joyce, a druggisf of Seneca, Kansas, was recently arrested under the 
law prohibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors, the charge being that he sold 
extract of Jamaica ginger. The first jury disagreed, and a new trial is in pro- 
gress. Extract of Jamaica ginger was, some years ago, extensively sold to 
the Indians in the Indian Territory, and the intoxicating effects were so con- 
spicuous that the U. S. Government prohibited the sale of the drug in the ter- 
ritory. The decision of the Kansas jury will be of interest 

The Munchenet Medicinische Wochenschrift relates a wonderful case. A 
child of two and a half years of age, healthy but an imbecile, with enuresis 
and incontinence of faeces, swallowed some arsenical rat-poison by accident 
By energetic treatment its life was saved, and the boy came out of his danger 
another being He was no longer filthy in his habits, and his speech, which 
before had been limited to one or two words, has greatly improved. His mo- 
rose behavior disappeared, and he is lively and playful. 

Dr. Popp (Pestker Med, Fresse^ No. 40, 1888) reports having achieved 
considerable success with ingluvin in the vomiting of pregnancy. Having a 
very obstinate case, upon which he* had exhausted the entire resources of the 
pharmacopoeia, he administered three times daily, one-half hour before meal- 
time, eight grains of ingluvin, and directly afterward two tablespoonfuls of one 
per cent hydrochloric acid solution. An improvement was observed after a 
few doses had been taken, and a cure effected after the treatment had been con* 
jinued for three weeks. 

Spaeth ( Tiertelj. fur Derm, et Syph., Heft 4, p. 620) remarks that the chief 
cause of the defective healing process in indolent ulcers lies in the insufficiency 
of the blood supply in their borders, which are usually composed of thick, 
callous, connective tissue. The same conditions rule when the basis of the ul- 
cer is a fascia. In such cases, paring of the edge of the ulcer as well as trans- 
plantation is useless. The method he proposes consists in incising the basis of 
the ulcer to reach the sound tissue, so that the incised wounds are widely 
opened. An abundant granulation tissue forms, which rapidly leads to heal- 
ing. — Medical Recorder, 

Dr. S. S. Turner, in the Medical Record^ observes that the most cruel false- 
hood ever engrafted upon science is the modern dogma of ** the survival of the 
fittest." The fittest never did, and I fear never will, survive by virtue of fit- 
ness. The strof^est %yxiv\y^^ not the fittest. Some of the highest examples of 
knowledge and skill in the medical profession that I have met were conspicuous 
failures from a business stand-point , while some of the most brilliantly ignorant 
examples were among the most brilliant business successes. Those of us who 
have enjoyed opportunities for extended observation have seen this truth illus- 
trated in other pursuits ; have seen the most profoundly read lawyer in his 
county starve in neglect and seclusion, while Jack Goodfellow, a mere tyro in 
law and too restless to study, would grow rich in the practice of his profession. 

The Boston Medical and Surgical Journal mentions a remarkable legal de- 
cision in one of the courts of Ohio. In sustaining the demurrer of the Repos- 
itory Printing Company and exjudge Lahm in the damage suits brought against 
them for $40,000, by Paul Field and William Volkman, Judge Raley decided 
that <' it is not libel for a newspaper to publish a man before the world as a 
bastard." In the article for which suit was brought the plaintiff was stamped 
as of illegitimate birth. Judge Raley held, as reported, that "libel was that 
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which would bring one into ridicule, contempt or hatred \ that which would 
tend to degrade one against whom it was directed." A number of his honor's 
associates on the bench had been born out of wedlock, but they stood high in 
social and legal circles. If anything, their being of illegitimate birth elevated 
them.

A. W. Turber, M, D., L. R. C. S., of 80 Fortress Roads, London, N. W., 
SBys : I have for long time had a — gentleman — patient under my care for disease 
of the teeth, and although my operations progressed favorably, I had many diffi- 
culties to contend with. The whole of my patient's teeth appeared to have a 
syphilitic taint, and with increased flow of saliva, amounting to chronic saliva- 
tion. These were not the only troubles I had to surmount ; but that which 
retarded my work most was the repeated recurrence of syphilitic ulcers of the 
sulcus and gum generally, which, though not painful to my patient, was still a 
source of considerable discomfort and militated greatly against the success of my 
operations. lodia having come under n\y notice, I was inclined to give it a 
trials and with the addition of a small proportion of liq. hydrarg. bi-chlor., taken 
daily before meals for a time — also used occasionally as a mouth wash — the sal- 
ivation became normal, the mucous membrane assumed a more healthy state 
and the teeth generally looked like coming back to their original color. 

A boy fourteen years old, recently imported from Kentucky, handed in 
the following as a composition on ** Breathing." The instruction was, " Tell 
all you can about Breathing." He said : *' Breath is made of air. We 
breathe with our lungs, our lights, oiu* liver and kidneys. If it wasn't for our 
breath we would die when we slept. Our breath keeps the life a-going through 
the nose when we are asleep. Boys that stay in a room all day should not 
breathe. They should wait till they get out of doors. Boys in a room make 
bad unwholesome air. They make carbonicide. Carbonicide is poisoner than 
mad dogs. A heap of soldiers was in a black hole in India, and a carbonicide 
got into that there hole and killed nearly every one afore morning. Girls kill 
the breath with corsits that squeezes the diagram. Girls can't holler or run 
like boys, because their diagram is squeezed too much. If I was a girl I'd 
rather be a boy, so I can holler and run and have a great big diagram."
